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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1,2, 10-12, 19-35 and 46 are pending in the instant application. Claims 1, 2 and 
10-12 have been amended, claims 3-9, 13-18, 36-45 have been canceled and claim 46 has been 
added as requested by Applicant in the Paper filed November 8, 2006. 

Withdrawn Objections and Rejections 

2. Any objection or rejection of record which is not expressly repeated in this action has 
been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

New Rejections 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 25-31, 33 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3.1 Claim 1 is indefinite because encompasses a Lipolysis Stimulated Receptor, wherein the 
receptor comprises a polypeptide, and wherein the polypeptide has as least one biological 
activity selected from a transport signal and an RSRS motif. However, a transport signal and an 
RSRS motif are structures and not biological activities, making the claim indefinite. 
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3.2 Claims 25-31, 33 and 35 are indefinite because claim 12 encompasses a polypeptide 
fragment, and dependent claims recite "the polypeptide", and it is not clear if dependent claims 
25-31, 33 and 35 are drawn to the full-length protein or the fragment. 

Conclusion 

4.1 Claims 2 f , 10-12, 19-24, 32, 34 and 46 are allowed. 

4.2 Claims 1, 25-31, 33 and 35 are rejected.
